' A year ago, the administradon 
announced a moratorium on new 
road building in 33 million aoes 
of forests until the new policy 
became filial. Then last fall's 
roadle ss policy announcement 
was expected to continue the pro- 
tection of those 33 million acres 
plus 17 million more. 

The Forest Sei^ce has been 
-criticized for its handling of 
380,000 miles of roads across 192 


hiUUon acres of federal forests. 

Environmentalists say the* 
agency gives short shrift to ecolo- 
gy %^4ien deciding to build roads, 

. which they say accelerate ero- 
sion, disrupt wildlife and moke 
' logging easier. 

Industty groups and reo-eators 
fault the Forest Service for dos-

Idaho Code Chapter 25 Section 218: 
Animals on open range — nn duty to keep 
from highway. No person owning, or con- 


trolling the pos.sc.ssion of any domestic 
animal running on open range shall have 
the duty to keep such animal off any 
hi^iwny on such range, and shall not be 
liable for damage to any vehicle or injury 
to any person riding therein caused. by a 
collision between the vehicle and the ani- 
mal. 

Section 2119: No person owning or con- 
“tTOlling thc possession’of any domestic — 
animal lawfully on any highway shall be 
deemed guilty of negligence by reason 
thereof. 

Open range means all unindosed lands 
outside dties and villages upon whidi by 
custom, license or othenvise, livestock 
ar’e grazed or permitted to roam. 

There you have the Idaho low in this 
ciiliglitcncd year of 2000; livestock have 
right of way on open range. Open range 
is where animals arc permitted to roam, 
higliways, byways or no ways. The live- 
stock-owner is not liable for negligence, 
nor is the dty, county or highway dis- 
trict. Only you, friend, dtizen and driver. 
You paid to install and maintain the 
highway; you pay for your car, to insure 
it, to keep it shiny, but if you hit a cow or 
a’hcrd of sliccp, you pay for your car’s 
damage and the critters left v/andcring 
aljout "grozing’’ on your higliwny.

.TWIN FALLS - Having used 
irrigation water to' farm in the 
Haz^ton area for 43 years, Guy 
Mculeman is reluctant to rely on 
political assurances to protect 
his water. 

Meulcman says his irrigatior^ 
water is threatened by regional 
efforts to recover endangered 
Snake River salmon. The state- 
should be thinking about what 
to do if (he federal government 
deddes to seek more water from 
southern Idaho to help migrat- 
ing salmon, he said. 

“Whether the fish come back 
or not, my concern is my water," 
Mculeman told The Times- 
News’ editorial board TliuAday. 

Idaho political leaders have- 
taken a position against brcadi- 
• ing four federal dams on the 
lower Snake River and against 
taking additional water from 
southern Idaho to help in the 
recovery of Sn^e River sabnon. 

But Mculeman would like to 
see a mitigation plan in case 
diey’re wrong. 

The federal government is 
going to-make a decision on 
salmon recovery in the coming 
months, he said. And if the dams 
are not breached, Idaho would 
be powerless to halt any efforts 
to secure water from southern 
Idaho for “flow augmentation” - 
an effort to increase the flow 
through the lower Snake River. 

Federal officials have said 
breaching the dams would all 
but eliminate the need for addi- 
tional water from southern 
Idaho - beyond the 427,000 acre- 
feet now supplied. And they 
have ^d that leaving the dams 
in place would all but guaruntec 
that theyvrould seek another 1 
million acre-feet. 

State ofiidals have said taking 
additional water is not justified, 
and the federal government 
would have a hard time making 
a case for (he additional water, < 
and they question the science 
that calls fdr'b're'dchihg the 
dams.

Work begins on sewer, water lines 
for new hospital near Ketchum

KETCHUM - The long-antici- 
pated boring operation Mneath 
the Wood iUver bike path ond 
the Big Wood River 'is expected 
CO b^in today. 

MASCO, ^c.. an excavation 
contractor from Boise, ohd North 
American Construction; of 
Caldwell, have been preparing 
the site this week for tho project 
designed to provide sewer and 
water lines for the new St. Luke’s 

Hospital just south of 
Ketchum. 

St. Lukt^’s planned to bore 
underneath the river lost fall but 
the project was delayed due to 
. difficulty finding the right con- 
tractors wih the right equipment 
to do the job. Blaine County com- 
missioners denied hospit^ offi- 
cials a trenching permit in 
December because they said the 
hospital had not provided neces- 


sary information about potential 
environmental effects. 

County Engineer Jim Koonce 
has expressed doubts whether 
boring will work in a river as 
rocky as the Big Wood River. 
Boring has been done succe^ul- ' 
ly in sandier areas, such as the 
Boise River. 

Jack Sebum, who owns North 
American Construction, says he 
hopes to finish the boring by April 
1. Idaho Fish and Gome imposes a 
moratorium on riverbed excava- 
tion work to protect spawning fish 
from April 30 to foil. 

Workers must bore 1,100 feet 
altogether, including two 240-foot 
segments under the river - one for 
the sewer line and one for the 
water. 

Workers sprat the earlier part 
of the week digging a 9-foot borc- 
into which they will put the 
boring machine truck. The air- 
driven down hole hammer, 
encased in an 18-inch diameter 


pipe, will rotate and pound its 
way through the river rock at 
1,100 times a minute. The broken 
rock will be fed back through the 
pipe casing by auger. Every 20 
feet the machine be bowed 
up and anothcr.pipe'added. 

A Wilar operation would have 
required a worker to climb into 
the pipe to break up troublesome 
rocks with a handheld hammer or 
to hook a cable on rock, ollovring 
it to he pulled out. But chat’s 
risky because the worker could 
have been trapped, ^bum said. 
To avoid that risk. North 
American Constructira had a' 
special bit made in Connecticut. 

Workers are constructing a 
temporary dam to hold water 
long enou^ co'allow the solldsto — 
settle before the filtered water is 
rettuned to the river.

The WPA built nearly 1,100 of 
the outdoor toilets in Nevada and 
countless more in other states to 
help improve die lot of America’s 
rural poor during the Great 
Depression. Most have vanished.

Clinton. He says he is still 
iimazed that Clinton agreed to 
take pant in Sunday’s 35th 
anniversary trek across the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge. 

”Kc really wdnted to come 
from the moment 1 mentioned it 
to him,” Lewis said. "The high* 

. cst elected official in America 
paying tribute, honoring the 
brave men and women who 
marched - it is unreal, unbeliev* 
able.” 

It also is typical of Clinton, 
who.se symbolic actions on civil 
rights and race have become a 
hallmark of his presidency. 

In May 1997, Clinton apolo* 
gized to five elderly black men 
who were subjects of the govern- 
ment’s famed Tuskegee syphilis 

experiment.-MQnth.<; later, he 

■personally opened the doors of 
Central High School in Little 
Rock. Ark., for the nine black 
students who integrated it in the 
1950s. Last year, he gave the 
Congressional Gold Medal to 
those same nine people and to 
Ro.sa Parks, whose refusal to sur- 
render her bus seat was a piv- 
otal moment in the drive that 
ultimately brought down segre- 
gation in public transportation. 

Clinton also bestowed the 
Medal of Honor on seven black 
World War II veterans in 1997 
and on n Hispanic Vietnam vet- 
eran lust month. He pinned a 
long-denied fourth star on Gen. 
Benjamin O. Davis Jr., the com- 
mander of the famed Tuskegee 
Airmen, in December 1998. 

Clinton also islhe first sittirig 
president to lour Africa. He 
moves among people of color 
with such ease that he once jok- 
ingly declared himself the 
nation’.s first black president, 

‘•rhis is what was expected of 
presidents in the past, and none • 
of them would do it,” said Ben 
Johnson, director of the White 
Hou.se office on One America. 

Administradve 
error frees man 
from death row 

HODSTON (AP) — A death row 
inmate who could be freed in the 
next few days says all he wonts to 
do is settle in with a fishing pole 
on a lake - promising law offidals 
he will stay “out of sight and out 
of mind.” 

A federal judge Wednesday 
ordered Calvin Jerold Burdine to 
be freed within five days because 
state lawyers missed a deadline 
to retry him. Burdine, 46, has 
been behind bars since 1984. 

The inmate . told The 
As.sociated Press in' an iriterview 
last month that, if released, he 
would make his home at a lake 
north of Houston - or Just keep 
driving, “The state of Texas don’t 
have to worry about Calvin 
Burdine,” he said. “VVe’ve got 80 
acres in Oklahoma and I con get 
out there and fish and relax - out 
of sigltt and out of mind.” 

Burdine was sent to death row 
for fatally stabbing his roommotc 
In 1983. His conviction was

WASHINGTON (AP) - New- 
home sales plunged by 4.2 per- 
cent in January as hi^er mort- 
gage rates cut into demand. 
Electronic retnil sales of goods 
exceeded $5 billion at the end of 
1999. 

Americans purcliascd new sin- 
gle-family homes at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 882,000, 
the lowest level since last 
September, the Commerce 
Department said Thursday. The 
drop was bigger than the 1.1 per- 
cent decline many analysts were 
_ for ecast ing. In December, new. ■ 
Home sales rose 4 percent. 

In another Report, Commerce 
.said online retail sales totaled on 
unadjusted $5.3 billion in the 
fourth quarter but sdll account- 
ed for only 0.6 percent of the 
$821.-2 billion in total retail stiles 
during tliat period. 

In u bow to the growing impbr- 
timce of tiiis segment of the econ- 
omy, the government made its 


first formal stand-alone estimate 
of quarterly sales of goods and 
services over the Internet and 
other online systems. The gov- 
ernment’s monthly, reports oh 
retail saiga, nationwide include 
online sales but they aren’t listed 
separately. 

“I am delighted our first 
improvement in government 
numbers this century is to keep 
tabs on Internet retail sales,” 
Commerce Secretary William 
Daley said. “It is very important 
government puts this. out.

are being made by retailers, 
manufacturers, by investors who 
have a need for accurate staiis- 


First-quarter electronic com- 
merce sales will .be released in 
May. 

The online sales statistic is 
based on a wide range of busi- 
nesses - from traditional bricks- 
and-mortar retailers to Inicmet- 


only merchants - selling every- 
thing from clothing iind books to 
cars and fumirtire online. To'W 
counted, the order hiust be 
placed online, Commerce offi- 
cials isaid. Daley said it even 
includes items bought over 
Internet auction sites. 

But the statistic does not 
include soles from online travel 
services^ financial services and 
ticket soles for things like mu^c 
concerts. Neither docs the 
monthly retail report include 
these services. 

Private-analysts say thar online- 

sales remain a small portion of 
total retail sales. In IMS, or^c 
retail sales accounted for 0.5 per- 
cent of all soles and were project- 
ed to account for 12 percent for 
all of 1999. 

Hus past holiday season was a 
huge sweess for Internet retail- 
ci% which enticed new shoppers 
with aggressive advertising, pri- 
vate analysts have noted.
